The problem of sending heat to

Transmission of heat by atmospheric 
conductivity is essential because of the 
gradual exhaustion of the elements of 
fuel, said the professor, adding “the | 
day is not far off, in my opinion, when | 
we will see huge centralized heating 
plants broadcasting heat to homes, in- 
dustries and office buildings.” 


Problem in Thought Stage. 


The professor admitted that the prob- 
lem “is only tn the thought stage | 
now,” and “our hope is to incline the 
activity of research men toward this 
objective—heat transmission by air 
waves. We know that heat travels 
through espace, through solids, and 
when we once learn how to pick up 
these waves and control them, heating 
throughout the world will be revolu- 
tionized.” 

Heat broadcasting will mean better’ 
health to the public, says the profes | 
sor, because it will eliminate from the’ 
air the impurities of present-day heat 
making systems.

Governor Acts. 


New York, Jan. 23.—({Special.]—Am- 
brose Roses, convicted murderer and 
bank robber, won a respite from the 


time in as many days. Gov. Smith 
postponed the execution until the week 
beginning Feb. 15. Ross was to have 
died at last midnight. 

The slayer gained three weeks of 
life, it was reported, by a confession. 
He was questioned for five hours to- 
day in the death house at Sing Sing 
by officials who sought from him the 


names of four men, alleged to have 
participated with him in the robbery 
of the First National bank of Bell- 
more, I. I. in April, 1924. Im the 
robbery Ernest Il. Whitman, bond 
salesman, was shot to Heath. 


One of Band Gets Life. 


Three of the band of seven, accord- 
ing to the authorities, were Ross, John 
J. Slattery, whose death sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment by the 
governor on Wednesday, and Stanley 
Kivana, who is to be tried for the 
third time on Feb. 1 at Mineola, L. I. 

Neither the district attorney nor 
the governor would disclose the na- 
ture of the information given by Ross. 
They said that to make it public would 
be to defeat the ends of justice. 

The announcement that the slayer 
had again gone to the verge of death 
only to be snatched back in the last 
hours was made at 7 o’clock by the 
governor. In making known the news 
Gov. Smith emphasized that he acted 
on the request of District Attorney 
Edwards. He added that it had been 
Mr. Edwards who had induced him to 
halt Ross’ execution on Friday, when 
only three hours intervened between 
the criminal and the electric chair. 


On Attorney’s Request. 

“All I can say is that I have given 
Ross respite until the week of Feb. 
15, when he will be executed,” Gov. 
Smith said. “This action was taken 
by me at the request of the district 
attorney of Nassau county.” 

The report that Ross had supplied 
information to the authorities was de- 
nied by his attorney, who said: “I 
want to deny emphatically that the re- 
prieve was granted to Ross for infor- 
mation. Ross insists that. he is tnno- 
cent and cannot tell anything.” 

In other quarters it was reported, 


however, that Ross, in a tremblinzi/f 


voice, poured out to the district attor- 
ney the statement which may identify 
fonr other men engaged in the holdup 
and may buy off death.

SCARLET FEVER VACCINE. 


poses a method of vaccination 
' against scarlet fever which has 

many advantages over other meth- 
ods. It is hoped the method will have all 
the virtues he thinks it has and that ne 
shortcomings will come to light, He 
grows a culture of the streptococcus of 
scariet fever, gets from it the toxin it 
contains, and neutralizes it with a weak, 
watery solution of castor oll soap, and 
injects.the mixture. The castor oil soap 
combines with the toxin of the strepto- 
coocus and makes it nonpoisonous. The 
advantages of the method are thought to 
be these: 

First — The vaccine injected never 
causes any fever, any eruption, nor any 
ether reaction. 

Second—The dose which can be used is 
much larger than the dose usually em- 
ployed for vaccination. 

Third—Only one injection is required. 

Fourth—The person khecomes immune to 
scarlet fever in about four days. The 
method can, therefore, be used on chil- 
Gren who have just been éxposed to 
scarlet fever with a fair chance that 
they will not contract the disease. It 
can be used to advantage in school 
groups into which a case of scarlet fever 
has recently come.

In a series of children seen by Colby 
90 per cent of the vaccinated children 
became Dick negative when a large dose 
of the vaccine was given. The same 
method of making a vaccine has been 
used by Larson in the case of pneumonia, 


diphtheria, and lockjaw. 


When pneumococci were grown on cul- 
ture media and then sufficient castor oil 
soap solution added the bacteria imme- 
diately became nonpoisonous. This solu-

tion was used to vaccinate against pneu- 
monia. The amount of soap solution re- 
quired to bring about the results varied 
with the different bacteria, The strong- 
est sodp solution was required for diph- 
theria bacillus, and the weakest for pneu- 
mococci. A vaccine made in the same 
way for botulinus bacillus did not work. 
The solution should not be used unless it 
is perfectly clear. It must be kept in 
hard glass containers.

The two psa mistakes people 
about reducing is this trying to reduce 
too rapidly and neglecting to include 


starving to get your weight down to 
the desired standard. It is beauty and 
efficiency you are after, remember, not 
a shadow line and a failing face. 

You can eat and eat well, if you will 
only eat wisely. 

If you are quite a lot overweight I 
should urge you to begin by cutting 
down the food consumed at a meal to 
two-thirds of your usual amount. Do 
this for two weeks, say. Don’t trust 
to guess work about the intake. Figure 
exactly what you have been taking, 
do a little more arithmetic and arrive 
at what two-thirds of that will be. At 
the end of two weeks, make another 
reduction to about one-half of the orig- 
inal amount. 

How to Cut Down. 

If you have been eating for break- 
fast three slices of toast, much but- 
tered, a cereal with cream, and three 
cups of coffee with cream, take in- 
stead two slices of toast with a third 
Jess butter thereon, two cups of coffee 
with a third less cream, and two lumps 
of sugar instead of three. 

Shave the amount of cereal and the 
amount of cream and sugar the same 
way. Later, when you get to the half- 
portion diet, take out the cereal and 
eat a soft boiled egg or two in its 
place.

_ Growing Thinner Gradually.

Too, for the gone and empty feeling, 
you may take extra helpings of vege- 
tables such ag “asparagus, cabbage, 
caulifiower, carsota,. celery, endive, 
greens, lettuce; and spifiach with ttle 
dressing.

Certain combinations give too great 
a supply of fat, sugar, and starch. 
Bread and potatoes should not be taken 
at one meal, for instance. There are 
other combinations, any one of which 
may be taken in moderation, but com- 
bining them contributes to the 
supply. Cream, cheese, rice, cats, mac 
aroni, sugar, potatoes, figs, bananas,” 
nuts, candy, and pastry are fattening 
foods. One can eat a little candy, 
cake, or well made dessert when re- 
ducing if the rest of the meal is 
planned to avoid combinations which 
will tnclude an oversupply of fat mak- 
ing elements. 

Just eat)of these fat making foods 


sparingly. 
Eat Only at Meals. 

If you really want to lose eat noth- 
ing between meals. Don’t nibble at 
anything. You may think the amount 
taken is small, but in the day’s total 
it counts against your reducing pro 
gram. 

Then take some regular exercise 
daily. The goal to be achieved is not 
sore, painful Muscles, but good strong 
tissues. So proceed slowly, gradually 
increasing the time and vigor of thé 
exercise. 

If you nave a strong will, walk. . Or 
walk and acquire one. Walking sharp- 
ens the appetite. If you can combine 
the will and the walk you will come 
out all right. But you mustn't come 
home from the walk and eat. Don't 
just walk around the block, but make 
it not less than three miles a day. Stép 
along as briskly as ya can, keeping 
in mind that good posture strengthens 
the abdominal walla. Increase your 
walk to five miles a day when you 
have that appetite just where you 
want it. You could eat fruit when 
you get back if you must eat some- 
thing, but none of the fattening foods. 
Or choose an exercise you like better 
if it will give the same results as walk- 
ing. And do it every day, not yes- 
terday and the day after tomorrow. 
Every Blessed day some exercise. has 
to be done. 

This is really the healthiest way to 
reduce—better than pills and strenu- 
ous diet; -It leaves you, when you ar- 
rive at thé desired weight, really look- 
ing years. younger, not with a younger 
figure and.an older face, as frequently 
happens in following other programs.

ERE is something about “The Miracle” not asked for 
nor suggested by any member of Mr. Gest’s populous 
corps of literary deputies, all of whom are a bit ham- 
pered by their knowledge that the cost of staging the 

pantomime in this country ran into hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Mr. Gest has told me just how many hundreds of 
thousands; and, while I was genu- 
inely impressed by his fisca) details, 
I question the special interest of the- 
ater-going readers in these matters of 
money spent and money taken in. I 
have always found the public far 
more curious about the pay of popu- 
lar performers than about the costs 
of putting on and maintaining an 
entertainment. Thus, authoritative. 
ly told the other day that the weekly 
pay-roll of “ Sunny ” is $23,000, I was 
staggered; but I suspect that all 
save one in a thousand of those who 
buy tickets for that entertainment 
will have a livelier reaction when I 
add that Miss Marilyn Miller's week- 
ly income for her duties in that chari- 
vari averages five thousand dollars. 
And let's on to something about 
“The Miracle.” 

The increasing costs of mount- 
ing the annuals, the extravaganzas, 
and the more imposing song-and-dance plays was in discus 
sion by a group made up of persons who knew what they 
were talking about. It was told that Mr. Dillingham threw 
away two carloads of paraphernalia made up for “Sunny” 
because he didn’t regard the effect sought by his director as

done in ‘‘The Miracle’? Why try to compete with that aa 
spectacle? My point is that, with ‘The Miracle,’ the\public 
hag lost its capacity for astonishment in the theater. I have 
sat all through all the first-nights in New-York since that of 
‘The Miracle,’ have seen all the results of vast expenditure 
since then, and have noted the attitude of the public. The 
curtain goes up on a setting worth maybe ten thousand dol, 
lars; and the audience takes a look, murmurs that it is quite 
nice, and then restlessly says; ‘Come on with the words and 
music!’ Gest paid Reinhardt and Geddes to fix it so that all 
spectacie for at least a decade would have to stand com- 
parison with ‘The Miracle.’ And I'm not far from precise 
figares when I add that the bills for staging ‘The Miracle’ 
might have been met with the money wasted last season and 
this by producefs seeking to evoke a gasp from a public that 
ha@ exhausted its gift for gasping at ‘The Miracle.’”

EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.]—Not the least 
interesting of recent events having to do with our enter- 
tainment is the announcement that Otto Kahn has 
decided to build a new opera house in the upper 50s 

and transfer his Metropolitan singers there next season. 
Mr. Kahn, as you know, is the Uttle father of the opera 
in our town-——the little father of art, 
in a broad sense. He it is who fur- 
nishes most of the enthusiasm and 
most of the appreciation of the 
season’s achievements in both the 
ater and opera house. And when 
the singing and the shouting are 
all over in the spring it is he who 
begs the privilege of signing the 
check that shall cover the $38,000 
or $40,000 deficit the Metropolitan 
company usually has to make up. 
And a great general he is, too. I 
remember, years ago, having a 
brief interview with A. L. Erlanger. 
It was during the days of his 
greater prominence as head, front, 
and at least one side of the theater 
‘trust that later was dissolved. 
Erlanger is not one to talk much 
out of school. Besides, this was one 
of those not for publication inter- 
views. But I recall vividly one statement the manager made. 
“T never go into a fight without first fixing my retreat.”
